Every 
business firm in the city should send its mail via the 
air line for the next few months at least until the line 
is well established, and every citizen in Edmonton who 
has a vote on the money bylaws should see that the by 
law for the necessary improvements to the municipal 
airport passes,

of the biggest movements now taking place. To 
be in the picture at all Edmonton must have an up-to- 
the-minute airport. This is a chance to show the rest 
of the Dominion that Alberta’s capital is awake to the 
rapid development now taking place, and is ready to do 
its part in that development.
